greatly increased of Inte, and it is nn 
questionably used as an adnltfrnnt in 
certain food preparations. Official analysis 
have plainly showed i s us? even in such 
cheap articles of er^ry dny consumption 
as baking powders. The continued ab 
sorptipn of emmoria even in mmut 
luantities as an adulterant in food, is in 
urious not Tierely from ita effect npon 
the complexion, but because it destroy 
tbe coating of the stomach and cnnses 
dyspepsia end kindred evils.
